REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN-1936 


To  the  Citizens  of  Pembroke: 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  herewith  present  the  report 
of  an  audit  of  the  Town's  Accounts  for  the  year  L935 
as  rendered  by  the  Director  of  Accounts,  Department 
of  Corporations  and  Taxation;  also  the  Eighty-second 
Annual  Report  of  the  Town  Officers  and  several  Com- 
mittees for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1936. 

The  rebuilding  of  Forest,  Pelham  and  Station  Sheds 
was  started  in  1935  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  90. 
It  was  originally  planned  to  complete  this  work  in  1936, 
but  because  it  became  necessary  to  raise  money  tor 
Land  Damages  to  be  used  in  connection  with  the  rebuild- 
ing of  Schooset  Street,  we  recommended  that  the  com- 
pletion of  the  work  on  Forest,  Pelham  and  Station 
Streets  be  laid  over  for  a  year.  Accordingly,  your  Board 
has  petitioned  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  the 
County  Commissioners  at  their  regular  hearings,  for 
assistance  under  Chapter  90  to  finish  the  work  on  these 
streets.  It  has  been  estimated  by  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Works  that  $10,000  is  required,  and  shall  be 
apportioned  as  follows:  Department  of  Public  Works, 
$5,000;  Plymouth  County,  $2,500;  Town  of  Pembroke. 
$2,500. 

As  provided  for  in  Chapter  81,  an  appropriation  of 
$6,125  by  the  Town  will  mean  an  approximate  allocation 
of  $7,000  by  the  State  for  the  maintenance  of  49  miles 
of  Town  Highways. 

The  rebuilding  of  Schooset  Street  has  progressed 
ahead  of  schedule,  due  partly  to  favorable  winter 
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weather.  Work  on  this  street  has  been  practically 
stopped  until  early  spring,  when  the  warm  weather  is 
necessary  for  the  proper  application  of  the  stone  sur- 
face. The  street  is  open  to  traffic  during  the  winter 
months,  the  detour  over  Water  Street  having  been  aban- 
doned upon  the  completion  of  the  bridge.

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REPORT  OF  COUNTY  AID  TO  AGRICULTURE 
(PLYMOUTH  COUNTY  EXTENSION 
SERVICE),  PEMBROKE,  1936 

By  Frederick  B.  Turner,  Town  Director 


PLYMOUTH  COUNTY  EXTENSION  SERVICE 

In  presenting  the  report  of  Extension  Service  activi- 
ties for  the  Town  of  Pembroke,  I  would  like  to  first 
call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Plymouth  County 
Extension  Service  has  been  functioning  for  the  better- 
ment of  Agriculture,  Home  Life,  and  the  boys  and  girls 
of  the  county  for  twenty-two  years.  It  is  your  organiza- 
tion and  serves  you  only  insofar  as  you  ask  for  service. 

REPORT  OF  AGRICULTURE 

The  County  Extension  Service  endeavors  to  present 
useful  and  practical  information  to  farmers  of  the 
county  and  encourage  the  application  of  the  same. 
We  aid  in  securing  and  presenting  information  on  pro- 
duction, marketing  and  assist  in  co-operative  enter- 
prises. 

During  1936  much  time  has  been  given  to  the  Soil 
Conservation  Program.  The  program  is  in  line  with 
our  agricultural  teachings  and  can  be  of  assistance  to 
county  farmers.  Two  hundred  and  sixty-one  men  en- 
rolled in  the  program. 

We  have  assisted  in  every  way  possible  various  or- 
ganizations that  have  requested  our  services.  Among 
these  are  the  Associations  of  County  Dairymen,  Poultry- 
men,  Cranberry  Growers,  Production  Credit,  Goat  Own- 
ers, Bee  Keepers,  Rural  Resettlement,  various  Fairs  and 
Granges,  Egg  Auctions. 
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Thirty- two  hundred  farmers  in  the  county  were  sup- 
plied with  timely  information  regarding  agricultural 
problems,  while  696  farm  visits  were  made. 

HOME  DEMONSTRATION  WORK 

In  Home  Demonstration  Work,  the  Extension  Service 
assists  homemakers  with  problems  relating  to  the  prac- 
tical management  of  the  home,  bringing  up  of  children, 
and  providing  a  good  home  environment. 

In  addition  to  the  service  given  individual  homes, 
over  seventy  groups  of  women,  with  an  enrollment  of 
1,550,  have  met  together  this  year  for  special  study  of 
home  problems.  Two  hundred  twelve  different  women 
have  given  volunteer  help  in  organizing  and  carrying 
out  the  program.  The  subjects  chosen  have  been  child 
development,  home  management,  food  preservation  and 
recreation.  Groups  have  also  met  for  chair  seating, 
furniture  renovation,  and  home  grounds  improvement. 

CLUB  WORK 

In  4-H  Club  work,  the  Extension  Service  provides 
for  the  boys  and  girls  of  the  county  an  opportunity 
for  educational  development  through  study  and  prac- 
tice in  home  economics  and  agriculture,  as  well  as  an 
opportunity  for  self-improvement.  It  emphasizes  the 
home,  and  brings  club  members  and  parents  together 
in  a  common  interest.  It  develops  co-operation,  leader- 
ship, self-confidence,  ambition,  sportsmanship,  ability 
to  think,  responsibility  and  community  spirit. 

There  were  99  4-H  Clubs  organized  in  1936,  with  an 
enrollment  of  1,717  boys  and  girls.  These  clubs  were 
under  the  supervision  of  100  volunteer  local  leaders. 
All  towns  and  cities  in  the  county  had  some  type  of 
4-H  Club  work  this  year. 
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This  year  Pembroke  has  been  a  center  for  conferences 
of  leaders  in  child  development.  There  were  also  organ- 
ized groups  for  mothers  of  small  children  in  the  Center 
and  in  Bryantville.  There  has  been  a  group  in  horn, 
management.  Pembroke  has  also  been  represented  in 
the  Problems  of  Adolescence,  canning,  and  recreation 
programs  in  the  county. 

The  County  Agent  answered  twenty  requests  for  calls 
in  the  town  on  matters  of  agricultural  interest.  Several 
were  enrolled  in  the  National  Soil  Conservation  pro-, 
gram  and  in  the  County  Farm  Inventory  project.  A 
meeting  on  Soil  Conservation  was  held  in  town  to  afford 
an  opportunity  to  learn  about  the  program.  Men  also 
were  in  attendance  at  many  of  the  meetings  county- 
wide  in  nature.  Information  of  interest  to  poultrymen, 
dairymen,  fruit  growers,  market  gardeners  and  cran- 
berry growers  went  to  a  list  of  88. 

A  4-H  Town  Committee  has  been  organized  to  sponsor 
4-H  Club  work  in  the  town  of  Pembroke.    This  com 
mittee  consists  of  Mr.  Elmer  0.  Norris,  Chairman;  Mr. 
George  Kierstead,  Vice-chairman;  Miss  Ellen  Cox,  Sec- 
retary; Mrs.  Avis  Merry,  and  Miss  Anna  Billa. 

From  two  clubs  under  the  leadership  of  Miss  Billa  in 
1935  and  1936,  the  number  has  grown  to  eight  clubs 
with  well  over  100  members  enrolled.  This  is  entirely 
due  to  the  efforts  of  this  fine  committee  who  have  a  real 
interest  in  the  work,  and  to  the  fine  co-operation  of 
townspeople  in  volunteering  to  be  leaders  of  the  groups.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1936 


The  sixth  annual  report  of  the  Pembroke  Water 
Board  covering  the  year  ending  December  31,  1936,  is 
hereby  submitted. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  water  system  there  has 
been  a  gradual  increase  in  the  number  of  services  each 
year  and  the  past  year  is  no  exception.  If  the  rate  of 
increase  continues  it  will  be  of  material  help  towards 
the  payment  of  the  interest  charges  of  the  water  bonds. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  water 
used  this  year.  Water  takers  have  used  the  water 
somewhat  more  freely  during  1936.  This  fact,  with  the 
additional  number  of  new  services  and  frequent  flush- 
ing of  the  lines,  is  responsible  for  the  increase  in  the 
water  consumption. 

We  estimate  that  more  water  will  be  used  during 


1937  than  was  last  year.

Collections  have  materially  improved.  There  are  some 
accounts,  however,  which  are  in  arrears,  but  are  being 
paid  up  in  small  amounts. 

Although  no  money  was  appropriated  at  the  lasl 
Town  Meeting  for  providing  funds  for  painting  the 
Elevated  Tank,  it  was  absolutely  necessary  that  it  be 
attended  to  this  year,  otherwise  serious  damage  to  the 
tank  would  result  and  the  prospect  of  greater  cost  if 
the  work  was  delayed  for  another  year. 

It  was  first  thought  advisable  to  have  the  work  done 
under  a  W.P.A.  Project.  There  were  many  objections 
to  this  plan  and  factors  entering  into  it  which  were 
more  or  less  uncertain  as  well  as  elements  of  risk  in- 
volved. A  private  concern  which  was  experienced  in 
this  class  of  work  and  which  had  the  necessary  equip- 
ment, such  as  rigging,  wire  brushes,  paint  brushes,  etc.,

as  well  as  being  fully  covered  by  liability  insurance, 
made  an  offer  to  do  the  work  and  furnish  the  paint  re- 
quired for  less  than  the  Commissioners  found  it  would 
cost  under  the  W.P.A.  project.  In  addition  to  these 
advantages  the  cost  included  a  two-coat  job  and  the 
W.P.A.  project  as  outlined  would  be  a  one-coat  job. 
The  work  therefore  was  given  to  the  private  concern, 
and  the  contract  concluded  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

In  order  to  pay  for  the  work  it  was  necessary  to  use 
the  balance  of  the  funds  remaining  from  the  original 
appropriation  and  118.50  from  the  1936  appropriation.

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REPORT  OF  LOCAL  GYPSY  MOTH  SUPERINTEN- 
DENT FOR  1936 


The  moth  situation  at  present  is  bad.  They  have 
increased  considerably  over  1935,  probably  owing,  in  a 
large  measure,  to  the  very  dry  weather  of  last  May. 
Rains  at  hatching  time  helps  to  destroy  many  nests. 
Nests  now  are  more  numerous  than  for  a  number  of 
previous  years.  In  the  spring  we  creosoted  as  usual 
the  orchards.  Also  did  more  than  the  usual  amount  of 
spraying.  On  account  of  a  late  hatch,  at  the  advice  of 
the  State  Agent  we  went  over  all  black  roads  for  a 
second  spraying.  The  fall  creosoting  was  made  much 
easier  this  year.  Owing  to  the  roadside  being  well 
trimmed  for  a  considerable  distance  back,  we  could  do 
better  work,  as  we  could  see  them  better,  as  well  as 
get  at  them  more  easily.  The  State  furnished  us  with 
$400  worth  of  lead  and  quite  a  lot  of  new  hose. 

The  equipment  is  in  very  good  repair.  I  recommend 
an  appropriation  of  $1,500  for  1937.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made 
an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of 
Pembroke  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1935,  and 
report  thereon  as  follows: 

#  The  records  of  the  financial  transactions  of  the  several 
departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the 
town,  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  exam- 
ined, checked,  and  verified  by  a  comparison  with  the 
reports  and  the  records  in  the  office  of  the  town  accoun- 
tant. 

The  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed,  the  appropria- 
tions and  transfers  being  checked  with  the  town  clerk's 
records  of  town  meetings  and  with  the  records  of  the 
appropriation  committee. 

The  necessary  correcting  and  adjusting  entries  were 
made,  a  trial  balance  was  taken  off,  and  a  balance 
sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared 
showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  Decem- 
ber 31,  1935. 

As  may  be  seen  from  the  appended  balance  sheet, 
at  the  close  of  1935  there  were  a  number  of  overdrawn 
appropriations  aggregating  $6,293.70.  The  incurrence 
of  liabilities  in  excess  of  appropriations  voted  by  the 
town  is  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  Section  31,  Chap- 
ter 44,  General  Laws,  which  reads  as  follows : 

"No  department  of  any  city  or  town,  except  Boston, 
shall  incur  liability  in  excess  of  the  appropriation  made 
for  the  use  of  such  department,  except  in  cases  of  ex- 
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treme  emergency  involving  the  health  or  safety  of  per- 
sons or  property,  and  then  only  by  a  vote  in  a  city  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  city  council,  and  in 
a  town  by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  selectmen." 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  cash  book  additions  were 
verified,  and  the  recorded  receipts  were  analyzed  and 
compared  with  the  town  accountant's  ledger  and  with 
the  records  of  the  departments  making  payments  to 
the  treasurer.  The  payments  by  the  treasurer  were 
compared  with  the  selectmen's  warrants  authorizing 
the  disbursement  of  town  funds. 

The  treasurer's  cash  balance  on  February  28,  1936, 
was  proved  by  a  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balance 
with  a  statement  furnished  by  the  bank  of  deposit  and 
by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  payments  of  maturing  debt  and  interest  were 
verified  by  a  comparison  with  the  amounts  falling  due 
and  with  the  canceled  securities  and  coupons  on  file. 

The  securities  and  savings  bank  books,  representing 
the  investments  of  the  various  trust  funds  in  the  cus- 
tody of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and  listed, 
the  income  being  proved  and  the  disbursements  being 
verified. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town  were  exam- 
ined and  checked  with  the  deeds  on  file.  The  amounts 
added  to  the  tax  title  account  were  compared  with  the 
collector's  records,  the  reported  redemptions  were 
checked  with  the  receipts  as  recorded  on  the  treasurer's 
cash  book,  and  the  tax  titles  on  hand  were  listed,  proved, 
and  checked  with  the  records  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  collector  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  accounts  outstanding  at 
the  time  of  the  previous  examination  were  audited, 
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and  all  subsequent  commitments  of  taxes,  assessments, 
water  rates  and  miscellaneous  charges,  were  added  and 
reconciled  with  the  records  in  the  departments  com- 
mitting the  accounts  for  collection.  The  payments  to 
the  treasurer  by  the  collector  were  checked  to  the  In  us- 
urer's and  the  town  accountant's  books,  the  abatements 
as  recorded  were  compared  with  the  assessors'  and 
water  commissioners'  records  of  abatements  granted, 
and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  recon- 
ciled with  the  town  accountant's  ledger  accounts. 

Verification  of  the  outstanding  accounts  was  made 
by  sending  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names 
appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town. 
Among  the  replies  received  was  one  claiming  that  tin- 
tax  in  question  had  been  paid,  and  proper  entry  for 
the  amount  paid  was  made  by  the  collector  during  the 
progress  of  this  audit.  From  the  other  replies  received, 
it  would  appear  that  the  outstanding  accounts,  as  listed, 
are  correct. 

Considerable  difficulty  was  encountered  in  reconcil- 
ing the  town  collector's  accounts,  it  having  been  neces- 
sary to  check  commitment  book  postings  to  the  cash 
book  entries.  The  reconciliation  of  the  collector's  c  ash 
as  of  February  28,  1936,  indicated  a  cash  variation  of 
$131.69  due  from  the  collector. 

It  is  recommended  that  all  entries  on  the  cash  books 
be  made  from  the  tax  bill  stubs,  that  the  postings  to  the 
commitment  books  be  made  from  the  cash  book  entries, 
and  that  a  verification  of  the  commitment  book  postings 
be  made  periodically  by  checking  the  tax  bill  stubs 
to  the  commitment  books.  It  is  further  recommended 
that  the  cash  be  reconciled  at  the  close  of  each  day. 

The  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued  by  the 
selectmen  and  the  town  clerk  were  examined  and 
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checked,  and  the  payments  to  the  State  and  the  town 
were  verified. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  officials  required  by  law  to 
furnish  them  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper 
form. 

The  records  of  departmental  accounts  billed  for  col- 
lection were  examined  and  checked.  The  recorded 
receipts  were  compared  with  the  treasurer's  cash  book, 
the  abatements  were  checked  with  the  records  in  the 
departments  authorized  to  grant  abatements,  and  the 
outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with 
the  town  accountant's  ledger  accounts. 

It  was  noted  that  a  small  portion  of  the  receipts 
from  the  sale  of  herring  was  expended  for  wages,  con- 
trary to  Section  53,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws. 

In  addition  to  the  departments  mentioned,  the  avail- 
able records  of  all  other  departments  receiving  money 
for  the  town  were  checked  and  the  payments  to  the 
treasurer  were  verified. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance 
sheet,  are  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treas- 
urer's and  the  collector's  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax, 
assessment,  tax  title,  departmental,  and  water  accounts, 
as  well  as  tables  showing  the  transactions  and  condi- 
tion of  the  trust  funds. 

For  the  co-operation  received  from  the  several  town 
officials  while  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  I  wish,  on 
behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  to  express 
appreciation.

The  Bryantville  Cemetery  is  in  good  condition 
throughout  the  year.  There  are  28  neglected  graves 
out  of  a  total  of  68.    They  ask  for  $25.00. 

The  Centre  Pembroke  Cemetery  is  in  good  condition 
throughout  the  year,  although  it  needs  loam  in  places. 
There  are  6  neglected  graves.    They  ask  for  $6.80. 

The  High  Street  Cemetery  is  improving.  Part  of  it 
is  kept  up  throughout  the  year;  part  of  it  is  not  kept 
at  all.  Most  of  it  was  in  good  condition  Memorial  Day. 
Some  of  the  veterans'  graves  have  not  been  touched 
since  then.  There  are  9  graves  neglected  either  par- 
tially or  wholly.  The  lot  of  Samuel  Hamlin  is  bad 
and  would  require  $15.00  to  fix  it.  The  lot  of  Henry 
Garrish  is  grown  up  with  locust.  It  needs  much  loam. 
High  Street,  1935,  $20.00. 

The  East  Pembroke  Cemetery  was  in  good  condi- 
tion Memorial  Day,  although  it  needs  loam  in  places. 
It  should  be  mowed  several  times  during  the  year. 
There  are  four  graves  there  which  need  Government 
stones.   $5.00  should  be  paid. 

The  Two  Mile  Cemetery  is  in  good  condition. 

The  North  Pembroke  Cemetery  is  in  good  condition. 

I  suggest  that  the  lot  in  which  the  grave  is  located 
be  taken  care  of,  as  in  the  cemeteries  that  are  in  good 
condition,  the  lot  is  in  good  condition  and  the  grave 
is  most  easiest  taken  care  of.

To  Citizens  of  Pembroke : 

The  School  Committee  presents  here  the  annual  re- 
port of  the  school  department.  Details  and  statistics 
will  be  found  in  reports  of  the  department  heads. 

To  make  permanent  those  features  of  the  school  sys- 
tem that  are  today  excellent  is  of  first  concern  to  the 
committee. 

Two  problems  confronting  the  department  are  the 
upkeep  of  grounds,  and  the  maintenance  of  the  audi- 
torium for  public  use.  For  the  committee's  opinion  on 
these  two  matters,  we  refer  you  to  the  1935  report. 

The  committee  will  postpone  making  a  permanent 
appointment  of  a  school  nurse  until  the  town  has  ex- 
pressed an  opinion  on  the  question  of  a  visiting  nurse 
association. 

The  committee  asks  the  continued  co-operation  of  the 
townspeople  in  its  effort  to  improve  and  strengthen 
the  system.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 


The  Pembroke  School  Committee, 
Pembroke,  Mass.: 

The  annual  report  of  the  School  Department,  its  prin- 
cipals, supervisors  and  various  officers  is  presented  for 
your  records  and  for  the  voters  and  citizens. 

Public  Schools  in  Pembroke  have  developed  markedly 
in  the  past  six  years.  In  1930  they  were  still  multigraded, 
and  often  scantily  equipped  in  the  elementary  grades; 
and  crowded  and  hampered  in  work  in  the  secondary 
grades.  In  1936  all  schools  are  centralized  in  the  same 
area,  yet  grade  groups  segregated. 

The  character  and  quality  of  classroom  work  is  im- 
proving steadily  and  quietly  and  is  planned  to  be  com- 
prehensive, flexible  and  direct  to  the  many  needs  of 
the  varying  groups  in  each  grade. 

Plans  and  methods  used,  and  those  being  developed, 
are  distinctly  modern,  yet  all  are  practical  to  the  needs 
of  Pembroke.  The  courses,  which  are  developed  by  the 
teachers,  are  well  outlined,  and  taught  by  the  "Morri- 
son plan"  of  learning  when  possible,  notably  in  grades 
lour  through  nine.  This  plan  combines  in  the  best 
form  all  of  the  important  educational  features  devel- 
oped and  proved  in  the  past  quarter  century.  Units  of 
closely  related  work  are  presented  and  learned  by  the 
pupils  through  readings,  comparisons  and  discussions, 
with  a  minor  flavor  of  "projects."  The  aim  of  our  entire 
program  is  to  round  out  each  pupil,  to  impart  sound 
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learning,  physical  and  mental  health,  an  understanding 
of  our  social  and  economic  inheritances,  and  our  pres- 
ent day  civic  rights  and  responsibilities. 

A  well-rounded,  functioning  school  system  grows  only 
through  years  of  work,  development  and  growth  of 
the  teaching  staff.  Pembroke  teachers  are  carrying 
heavy  loads,  working  faithfully  and  effectively  to  make 
better  school  citizens,  better  prepared  for  adult  life. 

ADDITIONAL  TEACHER  NEEDED:  Pembroke 
needs  another  teacher.  This  teacher  will  relieve  many 
heavy  teaching  loads,  and  meet  long  recognized  needs 
in  our  schools.  I  strongly  urge  the  necessity  of  creat- 
ing this  position,  and  that  the  classwork  start  not  later 
than  September,  1937. 

TEACHER  CHANGES:  During  the  year  Mr.  Arthur 
B.  Lord,  Jr.,  teacher  of  English,  resigned  to  go  to  Am- 
herst, Mass.,  High  School.  He  was  replaced  by  Miss 
Eleanor  Day,  who  served  from  September  to  December 
23,  1936.  Mr.  Hanford  A.  Farnum,  of  Exeter,  N.  H., 
formerly  of  Worcester  Academy,  was  elected  to  fill 
this  position,  and  is  in  service  from  January  1,  1937. 
Mr.  Roland  Magee  left  the  School  Department  in  June, 
1936.  His  place  was  taken  by  Mr.  Wilbur  Storer,  a 
graduate  of  Boston  University  and  its  School  of  Educa- 
tion. He  teaches  the  junior  high  school  division  in 
mathematics,  science,  and  coaches  all  sports. 

SALARIES  TEACHING  STAFF:  Our  teaching  staff 
has  stayed  loyally  on  its  work  throughout  the  past  dif- 
ficult years.  Pembroke  teachers'  salaries  are  low  in 
proportion  to  values  delivered.  Times  are  changing 
from  depression  lows.  Teachers  are  being  offered  at- 
tractive positions  at  higher  salaries.  If  we  are  to  main- 
tain a  stable  teaching  staff  and  high-grade,  competent 
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work,  Pembroke  must  be  ready  to  pay  adequate  salary 
increments  leading  to  higher  salary  levels  on  a  more 
uniform  salary  scale. 

SCHOOL  AND  LIBRARY:  So  much  of  our  modern 
school  work  depends  on  reading  with  an  understand- 
ing mind.  Pembroke's  school  library  does  have  many 
books  needed  for  constant  reference  in  all  classes. 

Nevertheless,  we  must  rely  on  the  Public  Library  for 
constant  help  and  the  loan  of  many  types  of  books  to 
supplement  those  in  the  school  department.  This  ser- 
vice has  been  rendered  most  helpfully  by  Miss  Ellen 
F.  Cox,  the  town  librarian  and  her  associates.  The 
town  library  needs  money  for  many  books  which  it 
cannot  now  provide. 

FROM  THE  REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF 
MUSIC  we  quote  as  follows:  "Music  in  the  Pembroke 
schools  during  the  year  of  1936  has  been  continued  as 
in  former  years  in  a  thoroughly  systematic  manner. 

"Rhythmic  work  is  most  important  in  the  primary 
grades  and  is  developed  by  singing  games,  folk  dances 
and  action  songs. 

"Community  singing  has  taken  a  prominent  place 
in  the  school  program  and  is  much  enjoyed.  This  not 
only  gives  pleasure,  but  acquaints  the  pupil  with  many 
songs  which  have  stood  the  test  of  time  and  which 
should  be  a  part  of  the  musical  education  of  each 
individual. 

"During  the  year  The  Sunbonnet  Girl'  was  produced 
by  the  High  School  Glee  Club.  The  pupils  worked 
faithfully  and  the  production  was  a  success  artistically 
;ind  financially. 

"Listening  to  the  Music  Appreciation  Hour  over  the 
radio  has  been  a  regular  part  of  the  program  at  the 
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high  school.  Note  books  are  kept  by  each  pupil  and 
are  checked  over  after  each  concert. 

"Our  ambition  is  to  have  an  orchestra  in  Pembroke 
Schools  and  hope  some  way  may  be  provided  for  the 
pupils  to  be  trained  in  that  line.  The  parents  can  help 
greatly  in  such  an  undertaking." 

QUOTED  FROM  THE  REPORT  OF  MR.  WARNER, 
DRAWING  SUPERVISOR : 

"The  past  year  has  been  most  successful  in  draw- 
ing. Monthly  bulletin  board  exhibits  were  posted  in 
the  hall  of  the  high  school,  and  at  graduation  time 
there  was  a  large  and  comprehensive  showing  of  draw- 
ing work  in  all  grades.  Many  mediums  of  expression 
such  as  charcoal,  pastel,  crayon,  water  color,  pencil 
and  ink  were  used. 

"Many  talks  on  Art  Appreciation,  Color,  and  Boston 
Art  Exhibits  were  given  last  year.  Quite  a  number 
of  students  would  like  to  take  up  water  color." 

VISUAL  EDUCATION :  Pictures  can  teach  the  same 
facts  at  ten  times  the  speed  and  more  accurately  as  to 
details,  than  can  be  read  from  a  book  (provided  the 
students  concentrate  equally  in  both  cases) .  Our  grade 
teachers  have  collected  and  mounted  many  pictures 
as  visual  aids  to  their  classes,  and  have  found  them 
very  useful.  This  collection  should  be  supplemented 
by  a  library  of  educational  films,  slides  and  pictures, 
with  suitable  apparatus  for  showing  them.  Even  with 
a  modest  beginning,  the  values  derived  from  these 
pictures  to  the  students  and  adults  will  repay  the  cost 
many  times. 

RULES  FOR  ADMISSION  TO  GRADE  1  ARE 
AMENDED  by  vote  of  the  School  Committee  to  read 
as  follows : 
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Admission  to  Grade  1— Pembroke  Public  Schools:  A 
child  may  be  admitted  to  the  Pembroke  Public  Schools 
in  Grade  1,  by  the  principal,  if  he  reaches  the  age  of 
five  years,  eight  months  before  September  1;  or  a  child 
who  will  be  five  years  six  months  before  September  1, 
and  who  has  passed  a  psychometric  test  given  by  ap- 
proved authorities,  which  show  a  mental  age  of  five 
years  eight  months,  and  who,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
principal  and  superintendent,  are  physically  able  to  do 
the  work  of  the  grade,  may  be  admitted  to  Grade  1, 
as  above. 

All  children  admitted  to  Grade  1  must  attend  before 
October  1.  Otherwise  they  may  be  required  to  be  en- 
tered in  the  following  school  year. 

Under  all  other  conditions  the  State  Laws  apply  to 
entrance  and  membership. 

MAINTENANCE  OF  SCHOOL  PLANT :  I  quote  from 
the  report  of  Custodian  of  Buildings  as  follows: 

"In  the  Central  School  it  was  necessary  to  have  the 
1  u  aling  system  entirely  overhauled,  making  the  system 
gas  tight.  We  have  also  installed  a  blower  system  that 
makes  it  possible  for  us  to  thoroughly  ventilate  the 
building  and  to  heat  the  corridor  and  toilets.  Many 
miscellaneous  repairs  were  also  made. 

'The  heating  costs  this  year  in  the  New  High  School 
Building  have  averaged  $1.60  per  day  for  the  heating 
season. 

"1  must  call  your  attention  to  a  new  condition  that 
will  exist  this  coming  summer:  The  care  and  main- 
tenance of  the  extensive  grounds  we  now  have.  It  is 
a  physical  impossibility  for  my  present  staff  to  care 
lor  them,  and  a  financial  impossibility,  with  my  present 
budget,  to  employ  more  help." 
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HEALTH  SERVICES :  The  watchfulness  of  the  school 
nurse  and  doctor  for  the  past  year  has  kept  the  school 
children  in  excellent  physical  health,  with  a  minimum 
loss  in  school  attendance.  Mrs.  Emily  C.  Gillette,  R.  N., 
resigned  as  school  nurse  late  in  November.  The  follow- 
ing is  quoted  from  her  report : 

"In  May,  1936,  a  very  successful  pre-school  clinic  was 
conducted  by  the  school  doctor  assisted  by  the  school 
nurse,  with  100%  attendance  of  the  incoming  first  grade. 
The  pupils  of  the  first  six  grades  were  weighed  every 
two  months  by  the  P.  T.  A.  committee  and  the  teachers. 
Suggestions  are  made  to  the  parents  regarding  health 
habits,  with  emphasis  on  more  sleep. 

The  audiometer  tests  were  given  to  the  3rd,  7th  and 
10th  grades. 

"The  annual  skin  test  for  the  incipient  tuberculosis 
(Von  Pirquet)  was  scheduled  for  December  8th." 

The  position  of  nurse  is  taken  temporarily  by  Mrs. 
Doris  Anderson,  graduate  nurse.  It  seems  advisable 
for  Pembroke  to  have  a  full-time  nurse,  who  can  be 
available  daily  for  nursing  duties  in  the  schools.  School 
nursing,  bedside  nursing  and  general  nursing  services 
need  not  interfere  with  each  other. 

I  quote  from  the  report  of  the  school  physician,  Dr. 
John  C.  Angley,  M.  D.,  as  follows: 

"Health  work  was  conducted  in  the  routine  manner 
with  no  unusual  occurrences.  There  were  sporadic 
cases  of  communicable  diseases;  but  fortunately  none 
reached  epidemic  heights. 

"On  May  19,  the  pre-school  clinic  was  held,  with  23 
children  being  examined.  The  following  pathology  was 
found:

"Vision  tests  have  not  as  yet  been  made. 

"In  October  the  annual  audiometer  tests  were  made 
on  81  pupils  in  Grades  III-IV-VII,  and  X,  with  4  cases 
of  defective  hearing  being  found.  Further  studies  will 
be  made  of  these  pupils. 

"Physicians  from  the  Plymouth  County  Hospital  have 
finished  the  annual  tuberculosis  studies  in  Grades  III, 
VI,  and  XI.  Six  pupils  with  suspicious  findings  were 
given  the  special  physical  examination,  and  will  be  fol- 
lowed from  year  to  year." 

I  wish  to  thank  the  School  Committee  for  their  long 
hours  of  work  and  efforts  that  have  improved  the  values 
of  the  schools.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  PEMBROKE 
JUNIOR  AND  SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  the  School  Commit- 
tee, and  the  Citizens  of  Pembroke : 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  annual  report,  for  the 
^/ear  1936. 

It  is  our  responsibility  to  send  youth  into  maturity 
equipped  with  the  best  training  possible.  The  increased 
demands  placed  on  the  schools  since  1930  are  tremen- 
dous. The  problems  of  the  future  cannot  be  solved  on 
a  lower  educational  level.  We,  your  children's  teachers, 
accept  the  challenge  to  promote  the  likelihood  of  suc- 
cess. The  fact  that  seven  and  one-half  millions  of  young 
people  are  enrolled  in  American  high  schools  implies 
much. 

Progressive  education  is  not  a  new  special  method. 
It  is  an  attitude,  rather  than  a  method.  Progressive 
education  takes  the  point  of  view  that  the  use  of  educa- 
tion is  the  wholesome,  all-around  development  of  the 
child.  The  traditional  school  tried  to  turn  out  people 
from  a  common  pattern.  The  progressive  school  is 
interested  in  originality  and  initiative  in  the  individual. 
The  child  is  taught  to  realize  his  social  responsibility, 
and  that  he  is  part  of  an  integral  society — where  his 
well-being  and  the  well-being  of  his  fellows  are  one. 

The  machinery  making  up  the  modern  school  exists 
in  order  that  the  pupils  may  function.  In  the  new  edu- 
cation the  teacher  is  the  soul  of  the  school!  In  my 
opinion  Pembroke  is  fortunate  in  having  a  progressive, 
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capable,  and  professional  staff  of  teachers  for  her  boys 
and  girls. 

During  the  past  year  much  work  was  done  on  the 
courses  of  study— the  courses  offered  are  comprehen- 
sive both  for  the  college  and  non-college  going  pupils. 
We  believe  that  social  poise  and  confidence  are  priceless 
and  to  develop  such  we  are  continuing  the  student  con- 
ducted assemblies,  clubs,  a  weekly  activity  period,  and 
various  class  functions. 

The  departmentalization  of  subjects  is  the  better 
arrangement  and  will  be  continued.  The  marking  sys- 
tem as  changed  at  the  first  of  school  a  year  ago,  is  more 
satisfactory  for  teachers  and  pupils  and  will  be  con- 
tinued. 

We  are  maintaining  the  standard  that  was  set  last 
year  in  regard  to  participation  in  interscholastic  ath- 
letics, and  find  that  it  works  exceedingly  well.  The 
athletic  department,  through  the  A.  A.  membership  and 
the  untiring  efforts  of  the  coach,  is  catering  to  the  needs 
and  wishes  of  more  boys  and  girls. 

We  are  using  the  Radio  System  more  and  more,  as 
time  goes  on,  for  pupil  development,  by  listening  to  the 
Music  Appreciation  Hour  and  by  (starting  in  November) 
the  broadcasting  of  a  series  of  seven  "Egan"  Plays 
from  Boston  stations.  In  all,  about  75  boys  and  girls 
will  benefit.  We  all  know  the  advantages  of  the  activity. 

The  books  and  supplies  purchased  during  the  year 
tilled  a  much  needed  want — when  the  classes  are  con- 
sidered.  More  needs  to  be  done  along  these  lines. 

II  is  more  evident  to  all  connected  with  the  schools,  as 
lime  goes  on,  that  we  need  to  start  a  visual  aids  pro- 
gram; and  also  do  more  than  we  are  for  the  children 
that  need  to  go  into  an  opportunity  group. 
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Every  teacher  needs  at  least  one  free  period  per  day 
when  she  can  help  pupils.  The  teaching  load  for  all  is 
a  full  day.   The  remedy  is  another  teacher. 

The  past  year,  the  per  cent  of  perfect  attendance  was 
much  higher  than  ever  before,  and  fewer  pupils  dropped 
out  of  school.  We  hope  that  these  conditions  continue. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  all  who  have  so  generously 
given  of  their  time,  energy,  and  good  judgment.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  DENTIST 


To  the  Board  of  Health  of  the 
Town  of  Pembroke : 

The  School  Dental  Clinic  has  been  in  operation  long 
enough  now,  that  a  comprehensive  report  can  be  given 
of  its  accomplishments  since  its  inception. 

The  first  two  clinics  were  of  a  hit  or  miss  nature,  and 
while  much  good  was  realized,  it  did  not  fulfill  its  aims. 

The  pupils  were  selected  by  Dr.  Brown  and  showed 
98%  needed  fillings.  This  is  not  a  fair  showing,  as 
they  were  all  selected  cases. 

In  1935  an  examination  of  all  the  pupils  was  made 
and  78%  needed  fillings.  This  was  a  high  percentage 
but  compared  quite  favorably  with  other  cities  and 
towns  that  had  had  no  concerted  work  done  for  the 
pupils. 

The  first  clinic  in  1936  showed  63%,  and  at  the  last 
clinic  this  was  reduced  to  58%.  This  is  a  remarkable 
showing  for  the  short  time  (18  months)  taken. 

A  summary  of  the  work  done  since  the  last  report 
is  as  follows: 

Spring  Clinic  317  examined,  85  had  their  own  dentist, 
check  shows  216  cavities  or  2.54  per  pupil. 

212  asked  for  estimates,  and  144  returned  the  cards 
with  the  money  for  work.  Check  shows  188  cavities 
or  1.3  per  pupil. 
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69  did  not  return  estimate  cards,  and  check  shows 
242  cavities  or  3.51  per  pupil. 

20  were  welfare  and  check  shows  63  cavities  or  3.1 
per  pupil. 

Check  of  the  317  show  709  cavities  or  2.97  per  pupil, 
for  the  entire  attendance. 

The  Fall  clinic  shows  continued  gains. 

313  examined  and  285  cards  returned;  28  did  not 
return  them. 

Check  of  285  shows  370  cavities  or  1.26  per  pupil. 

87  had  their  own  dentist  and  check  shows  159  cavi- 
ties or  1.83  per  pupil. 

126  asked  for  estimates  and  107  were  returned.  Check 
shows  134  cavities  or  1.26  per  pupil. 

16  welfare  cases  show  40  cavities  or  2.5  per  pupil. 

33  could  not  have  the  work  done  and  check  shows  38 
cavities  or  1.15  per  pupil. 

34  who  did  not  return  estimate  cards  had  34  cavities 
or  1  per  pupil. 

Collected,  Spring,  $61.50;  Fall,  $45.50;  total,  $107.00.
